Luke Cage. 

Of the seemingly endless list of people who have taken on the role of protector of this city, 
this country, this planet and beyond...Luke Cage, for all of his in-your-face bravado, is actually 
one of the least controversial and most beloved members of the super-powered community. 

According to a recent Daily Bugle/Gallup poll, Luke Cage is actually the People’s Choice 
to run for mayor of the City of New York-a role Cage is quick to reject. “Not my world” is all 
he had to say on the subject. 

Maybe it’s because Luke Cage’s story is, oddly, an American story of survival. Carl Lucas 
grew up on the mean streets of Harlem, only to find himself in prison for a crime it has since 
been proven he did not commit. In prison, as part of an illegal experiment, Carl Lucas, against 
his will, underwent a procedure that gave him what the government labels “omega-eventlevel 
super-strength” and his signature unbreakable skin. He left prison a changed man in every 
conceivable way, and has since dedicated each day of his life to doing everything he can 
for anyone who needs him. Some people even pay for the privilege. Luke Cage has been an 
Avenger, a Defender and, of course, a founding member of Heroes for Hire. A man has to 
eat. 

After a handful of recent salacious tabloid headlines, some perpetrated by this very 
organization, | sat down with Cage to talk about his career and what's next for those of us 
who live down in the mean streets of the five boroughs. 


LUKE CAGE 

Yes. |’m not-a lot of people run to the press to 
ensure they're being heard. | get that. | guess 
it was the way | was raised--words can be 
cheap. All that matters is action. You see a 
lot of politicians saying one thing and doing 
another, and still, in this day and age where 
these lies are so obvious, people still fall for 
them. | can’t stand it. | thought the best way 
was to not participate in the nonsense, allow 
my actions to speak for themselves. It works 
most of the time. 


LUKE CAGE 

Well, a couple of things. Number one is... 
There have been some headlines about 
me and my wife, and they were painting a 
picture that was the direct opposite of the 
truth. A good friend of mine pointed out that 
no matter what | think my silence means, it 
is interpreted by most as non-denial... If I’m 
not denying it, it must be true. No one knows 
that I’m choosing to ignore it because it’s 
stupid. So | thought | would come here and 
tell people that it’s stupid. 


BEN URICH 
So | take it you’re here to say you’re 
not having an affair... 


LUKE CAGE 

Perfect example. I’m out 
on the street, speaking to

Plus, I was writing 
ALIAS, DAREDEVIL and two AVENGERS 
books simultaneously, and it created 
a situation where I could develop 
the relationship between Jessica Jones 
and Luke Cage into something very 
real. And I love Daredevil so much. I 
have missed writing him. Returning to 
the character in this decidedly different 
scenario has been very creatively 
fulfilling. 


When I was writing all these characters 
previously, I initially steered clear 
of Iron Fist because he was being 
written by two really good friends of 
mine-- Matt Fraction and Ed Brubaker--in 
the seminal run with David Aja. But 
once he became available, we grabbed 
him...we even found a cool way to 
connect the Iron Fist saga to the 
Phoenix saga and introduced the white 
costume, which is the best costume! 
When I was done with AVENGERS, 
I was already preparing 
this book. I was. I pitched it

publicly in on my last page, and then 
something happened...they all became 
big-ass TV stars! And all those who 
spent the aughts MOCKING me for a 
Luke Cage “crush”...were silenced! 
As I was proven right! Again! :-) 


And now, finally, the stars align for us 
to make this very special new book. 
Our goal is to create a brand-new, very 
dangerous, very exciting tapestry for 
our street-level comics-all of which will 
be centered around these four amazing 
characters, but almost every 
single character you can think of 
that would fit in the mean streets 
of Marvel will feature in this book.
